Grandjury Will Be Furnished 
With Evidence by Citizens on 
Reconvening and Iudictiments 
Are Anticipated. 


The Madison County, Ill, grandjury 
will reconvene at Hdwardeville Monday, 
Dec, 19, and the most important business 
to come before it will be consideration of 
the Madison poolroom. 

At the time that this grandjury ad- 
journed a few weeks ago the poolroom 
was not in operation. It was understood, 
however, that it would be opened about 
Thanksgiving Day, and the grandjury ad- 
journed for a period long enough to allow 
the poolroom people to carry out their 

‘ threat, which they did. 

There seems to be no question that the 
grandjury will be furnished by citizens of 
Madison County with evidence of the op- 
eration of the poolroom, and it is expected 
that indictments will be returned. 

The prosecution of indictments will be 
in the hands of J. F. Gillham, elected 

‘gtate’s attorney of Madison County, ‘Nov. 
 § last, who assumed the duties of his office 
last Monday. Mr. Gilham said when asked 
by the Post-Dispatch what his course in 
regard to the poolrooms would be: 

“Tt shall do my duty.” 

“fT told the Board of Supervisors, when 
the poolroom matter was discussed by them 
a few days ago,” he continued, “that I 
should do my duty in the matter. I told 
them I did not know until that day that 
the Medison poolroom was in operation, 
although I had heard that it would be 
started up about Thanksgiving Day. 

“When I told the board of supervisors 
that I would do my duty they showed 
their pleasure at the statement.” 

Mr. Gillham was asked to be explicit 
as to what he considered his duty in the 
poolroom matter. He refused to go fur- 
ther than to say that he was governed 
by the statutes of the state of Illinois. 

“If indictments are returned by the 
grandjury, and I find-on examination of 
the évidence that they are ‘good indict- 
ments, I shall prosecute them,” he’ said, 
speaking generally. “If they “are, in my 
opinion, baséd on insufficient’ evidence, I 
shall, as it is my duty to do, go into 
court and ask that a nolle prosequi be en- 
tered. 

“But,” he said on this subject, at an- 
other point in the conversation, “I have 
enough confidence in my fellow-citizens 
who comprise the Madison County grand- 
jury to believe that if they return indict- 
ments they wiil be based upon sufficient 
grounds and sufficient evidence.’’ 

'. Mr... Gittham asked if his interpre- 
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tation of his duty 
made it incumbent upon him to place be- 
fore the grandjury any information he 
might have regarding the existence and 
operation of the Madison poolroom or other 
violations of the law. 

“It would be my privilege,’ he said; but 
he refused to say whether it would or 
would not be his duty. 

He was asked whose duty It was to 
bring before the grandjury the existence 
of illegal enterprises or the commission of 
illegal acts. This also he declined to an- 
swer specifically, although he said it 
woud be the ‘privilege’ of himself or any 
other citizen to do so. 

He was asked the direct question: 

‘Is there any doubt in your mind that a 
poolroom is being operated at Madison?” 

““No,”” he replied. 

“Is the operation of a, poolroom in viola- 
tion of the laws of. the state?’ he was 
asked. 

“Oh, there is no question that the opera- 
tion of a poolroom is in violation of the 


laws of the state of Illinois."’ he said. 

“Will you, as state’s attorney, take steps 
to suppress or prevent this violation of the 
law?’ he was asked. 

“All I will say is, I shall do my duty,”’ 
he replied. 

‘Is it a part of your duty to suppress or 
prevent violations of the law?’’ 

“The statutesof the. state say what my 
duties are,’’ he answered. 

The statutes provide (chapter M4, section 
5, paragragh 1) that the duties of each 
state's attorney shal] be “‘to commence and 
prosecute all actions, suits. ind.ctments and

But the wisest medical authority 
In England, Sir Henry Thompson, says that 
the normal span of our jives is a century, 
and he backs the statement by a singular 
armay of logic and experience. Sir Henry, 
it will be remembered, is the oldest member 
of the Royal. College of Surgeons, and is 
known all over the continent as widely as 
at home. It was he who was made surgeon 
extraordinary to the:King of the Belgians 
and commander of the order of Leopold. 
His honors, medals and prizes are num- 
bered by the score.

Although this distinguishéd surgeon is 84 
years old himself, he says that by following 
certain rules of living he is able to still 
enjoy the worid as when he was young; 
that he is quite free from the stiffness that 
usualiy comes with years, and that his 
joints are ‘‘as supple and mobfile as they 
were in youth.” 

Sir Henry's advice to all who ‘wish to 
become centenarians is summed up in the 
one word, “diet,” and he shows that pot 
only a man’s age, but his temper, his 
pleasures, his fortunes, and even his spirit- 
ual nature are determined largely by the 
food he eats. Many of his doctrines, how- 
ever, deal a hard blow to a certain old- 
fashioned belief.

The popular theory has always been that 
when old age arrives a man should indulge 
in certain forms of nourishment which the 
feebleness of advancing years is supposed 
to warrant. Some things hitherto forbid- 
den may be gracefully accepted and turned 
to profit In the evening of one's declining 
years, it is thought. An extra glass of 
cordial or a strong extract of food may now 
become appropriate aids to an enfeebled 
frame, some suppose.

The unused balance may be stored 
away in the form of fat. The undesirable 
balance may be rectified by a ‘billous at- 
tack,’ but when this over-indulgence is 
ecarrled beyond midd'e age the habit be- 
comes suicidal. Jt is all wrong and is‘ the 
forerunner of premature destruction.” 


The habit of drinking When one is 
in years’ in order to supply vitality finds 
no support in Sir Henry’s philosophy, 
Piven water should be drunk sparingly at 
meals, as it weakens the salivary glands 
and the whole “swallowing down" hat 
with the aid of liquids in old age is in- 
veighed against. 


Sir Henry's typical man of 80 or 99 vears 
and retaining a respectable amount of 
energy of body and mind is lean afd spare 
and lives on “‘slender rations.”’ Once a 
moderate drinker himself, he refused wine 
at dinner at 562 and has never since resumed 
a habit which cost him sick headaches in 
the many years in which he indulged. 


Following these rules of diet, which are 
here only outlined, Sir Henry's joints grad- 
ually lost their stiffness and ultimately be- 
came as supple as they were in youth and 
continue to be so until this day. According 
to him the aged frame does not need stimu- 
lating so much as toning. Youth may dis- 
pose of a certain amount of indulgence, 
but after 50 it leads the way to early death 
if persisted in. Such is Sir Henry's admoni- 
tion.

It is a 
practical book on making the first essential 
of the country heme, the homestead, and 
gives detailed information about choosing 
the land, growing the house, the water sup- 
ply, the lawns, the orchards, how to save 
money and where not to save it, merits and 
demerits of ornamental trees, truck gar- 
dens, etc. It is not a book of theory, but

experience of the author. 


Die Amerikaner Translated.

Lafcadio Hearn. 


Lafcadio Hearn Was born June 27, 1850, at 
Leucadia, Santa. Maura, Ionian Islands. 
His childhood and boyhood Were passed in 
Wales, Ireland, England and France, and 
he was educated by a private tutor and at 
various Roman Catholic schools and col- 
leges. His guardian, a grand-aunt, losing 
her property, young Hearn was sent to 
America at the age of 19 to make his way. 
i He learned the printer’s trade in Cincin- 
nati, and afterwards became a journalist 
there. He then went to New Orleans, 
where he remained ten years as an‘ edito- 
rial writer. In 1887 he went to the West 
Indies, two years late? to New York, and 
from there to Japan, where he found em- 
ployment as a teacher. He married a Jap- 
anese wife, and became a subject of the 
empire, taking the name of Y. Koizumi. 
He has made himself very familiar with 
the inner life of the Japanese. In 1886 he 
was appointed a lecturer on English liter- 
ature in the Imperial University of Tokio, 
but he resigned this position in 1903. He 
is an honorary. member of the Japan So- 
ciety of London.

George L, Edwards Voted for Ab- 
sorption of Company in Which 
He Was Director. 


George L. Edwards, president of the A. 
G. Edwards & Sons Brokerage Co., was a 
witness Monday morning in the hearing 
before Special] Commissioner Clifford B. 
Allen in the suit of J. Brooks Johnson to 
set aside the merger of the St. Louls Tran- 
sit Co. by the United Rallways Co. 

The hearing was in the office of John A. 
Gilliam, Johnson's attorney, in the Secu- 
rity building. Judge H. 8. Priest represent- 
ed the United Railways Co. Finis E. Mar- 
shall was present in response to a sub- 
poena that he is wanted as a witness. 

Mr. Gilliam began the examination of Mr. 
Edwards at 1 o'clock. He showed the wit- 
ness copies of various agreements between 
the Transit company. the United Raliway 
Co. and Brown Bros. and asKed questions 
concerning them. 

Mr. Edwards said he was a direcior of 
the Transit company and a director of the 
United Railways Co. at the same time. 
He said he had voted as a director of the 
Vransit company, wee that he hal also 
voted as a director of the United Railways 
Co. to accept the surrender. 

He said he had made application for $100,- 
( of the underwriters bonds, but that he 
did not get them. He said he deposited 
100 shares of Transit stock and 10 shares 
of United Railways in the merger. 

He said his 100 shares of Transit stock 
entitled him to about $41. 

The interrogations of Mr. Edwards were 
enlivened with tilts between Mr. Gilliam, 
Judge Priest and occasionally the witness. 

Mr. Edwards testified that he had given 
proxies for all the shares of Transit stock 
he held and deposited them with the bank 
of Commerce. He said he haa also signed 
the various agreemente. 

Mr. Giiliam asked Edwards if the letter 
of President Murray Carleton to the Tran- 
sit stockholders was not printed, ready 
for distribution, before the tripartite 
j} agreement between the Transit and United 
| Railways companies and Brown Bros. was 
signed. Mr. Edwards said he did not 
know. 

Gilliam asked the witness if he was pres- 
lent at the counting of the votes on the 
|merger proposition October 19, and what 
the resuit of the count was. Witneges said 
| he was not pespent and could not say from 
‘direct knowledge 


‘How Much Money 
in Transit Box? 


Mr. Edwards was asked if he knew the 
amount of money the Transit company had 
6n hand the night of Oct. 31, the night be- 
fore the merger went into effect. He said 
he did not. 

He was then asked if he knew the 
amount the United Railways company had 
on hand then. Judge Priest objected. Mr. 
Gillam said he wanted to show that the 
money the Transit company had § was 
turned over to the United Railways com- 
pany. . There was an argument and noth- 
ing was brought out to show this point. 

Mr. Edwards wus asked if, when he 
signed the surrender agreement, he knew 
the clauses therein. He said he did. 

Judge Priest cross-examined the wit- 
(ness At length. His purpose evidently 
was to show justification for the entire 
transaction. Johnson, in his bill, 
leges fraud. 

In reply to Judge Priest's questions, 
Edwards said that the company decided 
upon a bond issue to secure money to 
make the necessary improvements on the 
Transit company to handle the World's 
Fair business. For a time they were un- 
able to secure buyer for the bonds. but 
they. were finally taken by a “rebuilding” 
company, organized by the Mercantile 
Trust Company. 

This company was given a 
and the mortgage notes fell 
1, 1904. 

Mr. Edwards said the Transit company 
found itself unable to meet these notes, 
after canvassing several plans. 

“They failed because of their inability 
‘to get financial institutions to take hold 
of the securities, did they not?”
